‘‘Confidential Frequency List”’ 
was written by Bob Grove, 
WA4PYQ, of West Palm Beach, 
and contains thousands of in- 
triguing frequencies and identi- 
fications. Military operations, 
government stations, spies, 
teletype, and many other classi- 
fications make this carefully- 
documented work a classic in 
its field. Wherever possible, 
allocations were confirmed by 
agencies or by the ITU master 

lists of Geneva, Switzerland. 
“Much of the initial work was 
by the painful hunt and peck 
system,’’ explained Bob. “I 
used an SP-600 receiver and a 
BC-221 frequency meter.’’

FCC INFO 


RULES AMENDED TO 
PERMIT CERTAIN ALIENS 
TO OPERATE AMATEUR 
RADIO STATIONS; NEW 
APPLICATION FORM 
ADOPTED. Parts O, 1 and 97 of 
the Rules have been amended 
by the Commission to im- 
plement the provisions of Public 
Law 92-81. 

The law, effective August 10, 
1971, amends Sections 303 (1) 
and 310 (a) of the Com- 
munications Act and permits 
aliens, who are permanent 
residents of the United States, 
and who have filed a 
Declaration of Intention to 
become citizens, to apply for 
amateur radio licenses and to 
qualify by completing an 
examination. In the same ac- 
tion, the Commission adopted a 
new application form FCC 
Form 610-C ‘‘Application of a 
Permanent Resident Alien to 
Obtain a United States Amateur 
Radio License,” to be used by 
qualified alien applicants.

QRP ON 1750 METERS 
By Jim Hagan, WA4GHK * 
SPECIAL TO FLORIDA SKIP (In3 Parts) 

All amateurs are familiar with the usual HF bands 80 thru 10 
meters. Some are quite used to operation on the VHF and UHF 
bands, while fewer still have tried 160 meters our lowest frequency 
assignment. On the days before the various amateur bands were 
assigned all operations were on frequencies that fall in or below 
what is the standard broadcast band today. Some of the bigger 
stations went as low as 300 kc (1000 meters). 

A little known FCC regulation part 15.203 gives ys the chance to 
explore a portion of the long waves and try QRP at the same time. 
Under this regulation, operation is allowed between 160 and_190 
KHz with a d.c. power input of up to one watt and a maximum 
antenna length of 50 feet. NO LICENSE OF ANY SORT IS 
REQUIRED, but of course operation is or a non-interference basis. 
Fortunately this p~ ~t of the Spectrum is not crowded with stations 
particularly in the day.vime. There are a few high powered 
government RTTY (Radioteletype) and c.w. stations and at night 
European broadcast stations can be quite strong. 

The power restriction by itself would not be too bad as almost 
anyone is familiar with what can be accomplished on the HF bands 
with very low power. 

The main problem is with the antenna. The band corresponds 
roughly to a wavelength of 1750 meters which means that a quater 
wave vertical would be 1430 feet high. Even without the restriction 
this would be an impossible height for amateurs, but the 50 foot 
antenna is less than 1-100 of a wavelength. The problem than is how 
to make a very short antenna perform efficiently. Vertical 
polarization is a must, so the 50 foot should be all vertical. I am 
using a TV push up mast. Very large loading coils are needed. A 
typical loading coil would be 10 inch dia. by 12 inches long and have 
about 200 turns of heavy gauge wire on it. The importance of a good 
ground can not be over emphasized. This generally means a buried 
radial system of some sort with ground rods at the radial ends. 

For receiving, any sort of antenna may be used as the restric- 
tions do not apply here. A good receiver is a must since transmitter 
power is low. Some good ones might be Navy models RAK and 
RBL, the RRO series, converted BC-453 or a converter such as the 
one described in QST, September, 1968. 

For anything beyond just local work the receiver must be very 


selective preferably with bandwidths of 500 cps. or less. The biggest 


problem with receiving appears to be getting sufficient isolation 
from the a.c. power line. All of these lines are noisy and unless you 
can locate your station well away from the street lines and use a 
good ground on the receiver, a battery operated system is best. 
Static is very bad during the warmer months. The best distance is 
covered during the winter months. * 896 Part Malabar Blvd., Palm 
Bay, FL 32901.
